U.S. In Negotiating Loan to China; 
Opposes Japanese Concessions 


Definite Step Is Taken in Negotiations When France Sends Formal 
Notification to British Government Declining to Acquiesce in 
Special Treatment Japan Asked for Herself—Three Countries 
Unwilling to Grant Certain Railroad Concessions 


LONDON, April 27.—A definite step was 
taken today in the negotiations for a loan 
to China by financiers of Great Britain, the 
United States, France and Japan, whon 
France formally notified Great Britain that 
she would join this country and the Unit- 
ed States in declining to acquiesce in the 
special treatment Japan asked for herself. 
Japan wants certain railroad concessions, 
which tho other three countries are un- 
willing to grant. 

Tentative Agreement 

When the proposition was first taken up 
by financiers in Paris almost a year ago, 
it was tentatively agreed that the loan 
should be secured by the Jenders taking 
over China's rallroads. Later Japan pre- 
vented reservations declaring that she 
would join only if allowed to control many 
strategic railroads in Southern Mongolia 
and Central Manchuria, 

Grent Britain, the Wolted States and 
France, with one accord, declined to accept 
this whereupon Japan presented another 
reservation , considerably reducing | the 
number of lines she wanted to control in- 
dividually operated by Japancet and in any 
correspondence Japan hag maintained it 
to be very difficult for her to relinquish 
her hold to a joint control. 

Differences of Speech 

There are diferences of opinion in fin- 
ancial and political quarters here as to 
what the outcome will be. 

The amount of the loan is reported to 
be 5.000,000 pounds and a Peking despatcl 
last February said the Chinese government 
had accepted the loan stipulations of bank- 
ers of Grent Britain, France, the United 
States and Japan on certain specified con- 
ditions. ‘The foan was to be secured by 
the salt and other revenues.

the dead. This principle of equality 
whether for field marshal or camp-

OTTAWA, April 27.—(Cana- 
dian Press)—The speaker an- 
nounced in the house this after- 
noon that the writ for the election

Mr. Pedlow, Renfrew South, re-

To Amend Settlement Act 

The house went into committee on 
a bill to amend the soldiers’ settle- 
ment act, after giving its second 


reading. In answer to Jacques Bu- 
reau, of Three Rivers, Hon. Arthur 
Meighten, minister of the interior, 


said that one purpose was to define 
the responsibility of the soldiers’ set- 
tlement board, as respecting women. 
Women who had served with the 
British army as nurses were not in- 
cluded among those who could come 
under the act. Women who had serv- 
ed in the Canadian army were en- 
titled to the privileges under the act. 

Another of the amendments was to 
enable the soldiers’ settlement board 
to grant special advantages to settlers 
on unimproved land. This was In- 
tended to encourage new cuitivation.

STEAMSHIPS 
A WAR BABY 


Member Says 1919 Profit Greater 
Than All Gold and Silver | 
Mines in Canada 


STRONG CHARGES 


Declares Surplus of Seven Mil. 
lions Exacted by Excessive 
Freight Rates 


OTTAWA, April 27.— Discus- 
sion in the house tonight of what 
a facetious member termed a 
‘*hardy perennial” led the way to 
strong charges against the Can- 
ada steamship lines. For some 
years J. E. Armstrong, of East 
Lambton, has sought to have the 
Railway act so amended ‘as to 


bring shipping on inland waters 
and in the coastwise trade under the 
control of the railway commission. 
Again today Mr. Armstrong's bill 
was before the house—on second 
reading. Mr. Armstrong took oppor- 
tunity to dub the Canada steamship 
lines a war baby. “You talk of gold 
and silver mines,” declared Mr. Arm- 
strong, “but the Canada steamship 
lines made more profit last year than 
all the gold and silver mines in Can- 
ada,” Incorporated in 1913 on a cap- 
ital of less than $6,000,000, the finan- 
cial statement of the Canada steam- 
ship lines showed last year a surplus 
of seven millions and assets totalling 
fifty millions.” 
Exacted from People 


All this, he said, had een exacted 
from the pockets of the people in the 
form of excessive freight rates. Ratl- 
way freight on Western grain were 
controlled; but when the grain reach- | 
ed Fort William it was turned over | 
to a group of vessel owners who were 
not under the form of government 
control. Steamship lines had exacted 
from the farmers of Western Canada 
ten cents a bushel more than they 
ought to have done. On a crop of 
800,000,000 bushels, this would be 
$30,000,000, 

Mr. Armstrong said that at present 
the only control the people had over 
rates and tolls on boats was confined 
to very few vessels. Shippers on raii- 
ways had a tribunal in the railway 
commission. This bill was the only 
means of providing a similar tribunal 
for shippers on vessels. Every argu- 
ment that could be used against this 
bill was used against the control of 
the railway companies by the railway 
commission. But the railway com- 
4Mesion” had ~tong~ since “proved “its 
value. 

Had ‘itfot Been for control of the 
railway commiésfon, rates would have 
been at least double or treble what 
they were today, Enormous benefits 
had come to the farmers and small 
shippers and equa) benefits would be 
derived if the railway commission also 
had control over shipping. Canada 
had expended oveg $400,000,000 on im- 
provements to navigation. Vesselmen 
and others were continually asking 
for further improvements to harbours, 
rivers and canals. 

All this expenditure, said Mr, Arm- 
strong, would be justified if freight 
rates had been decreused, but the 
more money spent on improvements, 
the higher the freight rates went. | 

Claims Misstated Asscts. 
Mr. Armstrong's arguments

side of the house, Edmund Bristol, 
of Toronto Center, claimed that Mr, 


Armstrong had misstated the assets 
of the Canada steamship lines. Rates 
on wheat during the war, said Mr.

Twenty-eight thousand dollara 
seems a fabulous price to pay for 10 
car loady of potatoes, but euch a sum 
changed hands Tuesday afternoon 
when H. Krack of Yakima, Washing- 
ton, purchased approximately 7,000 
bushels of Edmonton grown tubors 
from Joseph Holmes of this city. The 
price per bushel waa $3.90 the highest 
on record for such a large shipment. 

Mr. Krack announces the potatoes 
are to be shipped to various points 
in the State of Montana, leaving Ed- 
monton on Thursday next. “The 
price of $3.90 ts the highest I have 
paid in thirty years of dealing but, I 
would readily buy a similar shipmeit 
at the same rate,” Mr. Krack told 
The Bulletin shortly after he had 
closed the deal. 

Excessive frosts and an extremely 
dry season in Montana and other 
Western States last pear caused a crop 
failure in those territor'es unparallel- 
od in severity, with the consequent 
result that potatoes supplies in the 
states affected, were exhausted within 
a few weeka after being harvested. 

The Edmonton potatoes are to be 
sold at a small margin of profit, Mr.! 
Krack asserts, but with freight rates 
at from 60 cents to $1.00 per bushel 
the cost is bound to be high to the 
Montana consumer before potatoes 
ore f'nally placed on the table.

Central: Site; Fireproof Construction 


The ‘Muilding is to the carried out 
{n reinforced concrete and ample 
provison made for maintaining Heht 
und air to all port'ons of the build- 
ing. The site on 103rd street ex- 
tends 125 feet along that atreet and 
150 feet in depth. A terrace+15 feet 
wide will be maintained across the 
full front of the property. 

The work on the main floor divides 
itee'f dnto five main activ'tles: 1st, the 
work of the executive; 2nd, recept’ons 
and meetings; 3rd, rending activities! 
4th, dining accomodation; Gth, ath- 
letic. The main entrance has heen 
placed in the centre of the buitd'ng, 
and onens directly into the main fob- 
by, which is 22 feet by 72 feet long, 


and. 'mmediately in front of the en- 
trarce is a large fire place which 
would form the center of social 


gatherings and lends a cheerful and 
attractive aspect to this department. 
Immediately north of the entrance 
along the front, it 's planned to con- 
centrate the reading activities. This 
will consist of a large library. 20 feet 
by 22 feet with a fireplace, which 
on occasion can be used as a board 
room, and which will be kept entirely 
free from newspapers and other loose 
reading matter. Immediately ad- 
join'ng this will be located tne maga- 
zine room and a large newspaper 
room, 18 feet by 20 feet. 

To the south entrance of the re- 
caption rooms, parlors and meeting 
rooms have been located in two 
groups. The group extending along 
the front comprises a parlor, same 
size as the library, with a fireplace 
and kitchenette. This room is capab‘ie 
of seating about ninety people and 
will form the nucleus of the various 
social act'vities held in the building. 
Immediately adjoining ‘t are three 
other smaller parlors which will also 
be used as committee rooms, 

The building has been designed in 
the form of a “U," with front wing 
116 feet long and two elde wings ex- 
tending 185 feet to the rear of the 
property, 

In the large court between the 
wings of ‘the “U" and directly back 
of the ma'n lobby, the gymnasium is 
located. This room will be 40 feet 
by 60 feet with gallery accomodation 
on the four sides, capable of seating 
in the nelghborhood of 800 spectators. 
Directly behind this again {9 located 
the swimming pool with gallery in- 
cluded capable of accomodat'ng about 
265 spectators, 

The dining room, kitchen, coat 
room toilet, parlor and rest room and 
the superintendent's office and e.eva- 
tor space’ occupy the north wing.

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Low Rates Or No Ooal? 

The railway commission has re- 
fused to order a special summer 
low rate on Alberta coal shipped 
to points in Saskatchewan and 


Manitoba. The decision is based 
on the view that the present rates 
are not unreasonable, and the com- 
mission holds that it has no juris- 
diction to take into account any 
consideration other than the rea- 
sonableness of rates. This pre- 
sumably is the view put forward 
by the representatives of the rail- 
ways, who would, it seems, rather 
have box cars stand idle during 
the summer months than employ 
them in hauling coal at reduced 
rates during the ‘‘off peak’’ time 
of the year. : 

If the decision is disappont- 
ing to all who are concern- 
ed, directly or. indirectly, in 
the development of the second 
greatest business interest in 
the province, the affirmation 
that the commission is responsible 
for railway rates being reasonable 
might well be made the ground for 
a new application to the.board; 
not with reference to the rates on 
Alberta coal, but to the rates on 
Pennsylvania coal. Pennsylvania 
coal is mined farther from the city 
of Winnipeg than is;Alberta coal. 
It is transported to the lake ports 
by rail, trans-shipped to boats and 
brought to the head of the lakes, 
transhipped to cars and brought 
to Winnipeg; and it is laid down 
in Winnipeg at a price that en- 
ables it to practigally crowd Al- 
berta coal out of the Manitoba 
market. In point of fact the Penn- 
sylvania product sells in competi- 
tion with Alberta coal as far west 
as Regina. If reasonableness is 
the point at issue, it certainly does 
not seem reasonable to suppose 
that coal can be hauled up-hill, in- 
cluding two trans-shipments, from 
Pennsylvania to Winnipeg as 
cheaply as it can be hauled down 
hill the same or a_ less distance 
from Alberta to Winnipeg with- 
out trans-shipment. Unless Penn- 
sylvania coal is taken out of the 
ground cheaper than Alberta coal, 
the argument seems conclusive 
that the Pennsylvania mine-opera- 
tors are granted a preferred rate 
on the lake boats and Canadian 
railways, or on both, as against 
their Alberta competitors, and for 
the deliberate purpse of shutting 
Alberta coal out of the Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan markets. Hav- 
ing inquired into the reasonable- 
ness of the rates on Alberta coal, 
the railway commission might be 
invited to inquire next into the 
facts and reasonablepmess of the 
competitive rates granted on 
Pennsylvania coal. 

_ The refusal of the board to 
order a reduced summer rate on 
Alberta coal does not of course 
imply that nothing further can be 
done. The Government can over- 
rule a finding of the railway com- 


est 


: 


to carry the people through a 
prolonged tie-up of the Pennsyl- 
vania mines next fall or winter. 
These are unsettled times in the 
world, The coal mining industry 
is the basis of the whole industrial 


structure of the continent, and the 
lives of millions of people are at 
its mercy when cold weather sets 
in. Both the miners and the mine- 
operators understand thoroughly 
the key position, which this indus- 
try occupies, and the pressure that 
can be brought to bear upon the 
public by cutting off or reducing 
supplies in the winter season, Dur- 
ing the past winter the miners 
over a great part of the United 
States sought to realize on this 
advantage by compelling an in-, 
crease in pay such as the mine- 
operators refused to grant and 
which the Washington authorities 
refused to approve. There is noth- 
ing to prevent them trying it again 
next winter; if they do try they 
will be better organized; and the 
first to suffer will be the Canadian 
users of U.S. coal. 

So far as the people of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan are concerned, 
that menace can be removed if 
action is taken now to accumulate 
and store in those provinces large 
reserves of Alberta coal in the 
months when the demand upon the 
mines is light and when east 
bound freight traffic is also light. 
To impress upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and also upon the pro- 
vincial authorities of Manitoba’ 
and Saskatchewan, that only in 
this way can the people ‘on the 
prairies be safe-guarded against 
the uncertainties of the U.S. coal 
mining and labor situation is some- 
thing more than simply a business 
proposition that confronts the 
coal-mining interests of Alberta. 
It is also a duty which has a 
humanitarian aspect, to which the 
Dominion and provincial authori- 
ties can hardly be blind or deaf. 

It may be a case of a simple but 
terrible alternative; low summer 
rates or no winter coal for the 
people on the prairies. For it is 
almost useless to hope or suppose 
that coal reserves will be accumu- 
lated at prairie points during the 
summer unless @ summer rate on 
Alberta coal is established that 
will give an inducement to dealers, 
and all others who can do so, to 
lay in a supply in the summer 
months.

The Fruits of Mis-directed Pity. 


The Supreme Council has found 
it necessary to address a note to 
Berlin warning the German Gov- 
ernment that it must really take 
the Versailles treaty seriously. 

. According to the council’s re- 
view of the case, Berlin has paid 
just about as much attention to its 
undertakings as was to. be expect- 
ed—that is none; and has not even 
considered how Germany is to pay 
its obligations when they fall due. 
That, evidently, is a point on 
which Berlin has. decided to let 
the Allies do the worrying, seeing 
that they were willing to do it. At 
the peace conference the Allied re- 
presentatives allowed themselves 
to be led away from the funda- 
mental principle that Germany 
should pay for the war, and en- 
tangled in speculation as to how 
much Germany could pay. They 
wound up in an arrangement by 
which the German Government 
was to proivde information upon 
which the Allies would calculate 
how much should be demanded by 
way of indemnity. 

Naturally, the Allies have not 
got that information yet, and are 
not likely to get it so long as they | 
can be stood off. Having consented | 
to deal with Germany in the spirit! 
of undeserved mercy to an unre- 
pentant assailant—instead of in 
the spirit of justice to the arch- 
criminal of the ages—they are be- 
ing treated accordingly. In the 
philosophy of Kultur, mercy is a 
sign of weakness; and when the 
Allies began to pity Germany's 
plight Germany promptly capital- 
ized their pity and began to caleu- 
late how to turn it to the best fin- 
ancial account. If Berlin is not 
brought up with something more 
convincing than notes, the privil- 
ege of pitying Germany for its un- 
fortunate predicament is about all 
the Allies aro likely to get in the 
way of compensation. 

And as, according to the Su- 
preme Council, Germany is not 
disarming, and is even proposing 
to double its standing army, while 
the war spirit of the Allies is ebb- 
ing with the flow of time, the pros- 
pect that stronger measures will 
be employed to enforce compliance 
with the treaty is not bright. 
Should the time come when the 
balance of visible might is no long- 
er on the side of the Allies, Ger- 
many will quickly enough change 
the policy of passive resistance to 
another sort,

war to such huge dimension that its 
| reduction has become the cuncern of 
}all prudent men. The chancellor of 
|the exchequer imposee new taxes for 
|no other purpose. Duties on wines, 
| liquors and tobaccos are substantially 
increased, postal rates raised, and the 
levy on business profit is cnade some- 
what higher in order to produce @ 
surplus available for debt reduction. 
Contrary to expectation, no provision 
ie made for a sinking fund to extin- 
guish the national debt over @ series 
of years, but # makes no practical 
aifference whether redemption comes 
through a sinking fund or through
